CHICAGO, August 11.—It is reported that an 
excursion train on the Toledo, Peoria & War- 
saw Railroad went through a bridge at Chats- 
worth, III., late last night, and that 100 people 
were killed and injured. 

A RELIEF TRAIN DISPATCHED. 

Dispatches from Peoria, III., say it was an 
excursion train of fifteen cars en route to 


Rallway. A relief train of twenty-four cars 
has goneto the scene of the disaster from 


Peoria. 
DETAILS OF THE DISASTER. 


A dispatch from Chatsworth says: The train 
left Bloomington last night for Niagara Falls on 
the Illinois Central, the intention being to go 
by that road as far as Chatsworth, and from 
thence by way of the Toledo, Peoria & Warsaw. 
The change was made at Chatsworth, in Liv- 


bade County, and soon afterward, as the 


train neared Piper City, asmall town in Ford 
County, the bridge crossing the Vermillion 
River gave way, plunging the engine and sev- 
eral cars down asteep embankment into the 
stream. 
THE CARS CAUGHT FIRE 

fromthe lamps anda fearful panic ensued. 
On investigation it was found that nearly 
one hundred excursionists were killed or in- 
jured. 

The conductor of a Chicago & Alton passen

ways connect, learned from one of the con- 
ductors of the first-named road that an acci- 
dent had 

OCCURRED NEAR PIPER CITY, 
a small station east of Chatsworth. The ex- 
cursion train while on the bridge near Piper 
City came into collision with another train 
going in the opposite direction. The cars of 
the excursion train were 

PILED UP UPON EACH OTHER 
in fearful confusion, and fromthe shock of 
the collision the bridge gave way and several 
cars were precipitated into the stream. 

THE DEAD AND INJURED. 

The conductor says that the killed numbered 
between forty and fifty, and that the injured 
are more than twice that number. The acci- 
dent occurred some time between midnight 
and (o clock this morning. 

A relief train with physicians was sent from 
Peoria this morning to the scene of the wreck. 


RAN INTO A BURNING CULVERT. 


Information received at the Illinois Central 
offices in this city is that the train consisted of 
two engines and sixteen coaches. The culvert 
bad been burned away two miles east of Chats- 
worth, presumably by a prairie fire, and about 
1 o’clock this morning the engines and coaches 
went over. The agent at Chatsworth reports 
tothe General Manager, E. PF. Jeffrey of the 
Lilinols Central, that over

no further particulars. Two Peoria gentie- 
men who had intended to take the fated train 
reached Chicago this morning, having at the 
last moment selected another route East.

INTO A BURNING CULVERT. 


Full Details of the Terrible Catastrophe 
Near Piper City. 

CHATSWORTH, III., August 11.—The Niagara 
Falis excursion train on the Toledo, Peoria & 
Western Railroad, consisting of seventeen 
coaches and sleepers, crowded with passen- 
gers from Peoria, III., and points along the 
line, was wrecked two and one-half miles from 
Chatsworth by running into a burning culvert. 
The twoengines were completely wrecked, 
together with ten coaches and the baggage- 
car. Engineer McClintock was instantly 
killed. Two firemen and the other engineer 
escaped serious injury. The ten cars were 
piled on top of the two engines, being tel- 
escoped and piled across and on top of each 
other. Itis miraculous how any escaped, as 
the coaches and engines do not occupy over 
two car lengths of track, and all on top of the 
road-bed. In one coach 

NOT A PERSON ESCAPED, 
inanother but one—a lady. Seventy dead 
have been taken out up to this time, and 100 
wounded are now in Chatsworth in the Town 
Hall, school-house, depot, etc. At Piper City 
there are alarge number of wounded, over 
fifty. Thedead are estimated at over one 
hundred. The cars caught fire, but it was put 
out by the train men and passengers. A 
heavy rain setin abouttwo hours after the 
wreck, before the wounded could be taken 
away, raining for two hours. The people are 
doing all they can for the wounded. 

A WILD AND EXCITED THRONG. 

It wasa wild and excited throng which sur- 
rounded the Union Depot in Peoria this morn- 
ing. News ofa wreck, the Niagara excursion 
train with fifteen coaches and two 
engines, had sped like wildfire, 
Four hundred excusionists from . Peoria, 
Canton, Eureka and other places, many of 
them well known and highly respected 
throughout Central Illinois, aboard. All sorts 
of rumors were floating around, and the num- 
ber of killed and wounded were variously esti- 
mated at from six to a hundred. 

4 SAD SIGHT. 

The first regular train left Peoria at 8:30. 
Every one was sad and discussed the prob- 
able results in accents low. It was impos- 
sible to hear anything in Peoria, and many 
men and women aboard were fearful lest 
some dear one was among the dead or hor- 
ribly mangled. At all stations along 
the line large crowds of excited 
people had gathered, anxious to 
hear the latest news from Peoria. 
Some wild rumors prevailed, but nothing of 
an authentic nature could be learned. When 
the relief train reached its destination it was 
asad and ghastly sight that was brought to 
view. 


TWO HUNDRED KILLED. 

Ten coaches had either gone through the 
bridge or were piled in a promiscuous 
heap crosswise and lengthwise of 
the track. Shrieks and groans of 
the dying could be heard. A bridge through 
which the cars passed west was a small one. 
It nad been afire, which was the cause of its 
weakening, causing the frightful holocaust. 
So far over seventy bodies have been 
recevered. They were conveyed to the 

Hall, School-house, and on the depot 
platform. No one has been taken from under 
the cars and notevena sound can be heard 
rom them. It is feared all are dead and the 


number of killed is estimated at 200.

A New Suburban Town Found- 


ed by Thos. A, Scott. 


Three-Quarters of a Million In- 
vested in Local Real Estate. 


Details of the Biggest Aggregate of Kea! 
Estate Transactions Ever Made in St. 
Louls—The Purchase Includes 750 Acres 
of City and County Property—The Deal 
Completed Yesterday by the Purchase 
of Over $500,000 Worth of Property— 
Particulars of the Purchase. 


Another real estate cyclone has struck St. 
Louis, demolishing and uprooting old land- 
marks which have graced the pages of the 
city and county records for generations past. 
Another cool three-quarters of a million has 
been invested in St. Louis suburban real 
estate. Another enormous slice of the great 
Kansas City boomers’, wealth has passed 
into the hands of local property owners, 
and another great schme for the development 
of the city’s suburbs has been consummated. 
Thomas A. Scott, who, with his brother, 
Samuel F. Scott, the purchaser of the Tyler 
tract, constitute the greatest real estate boom- 
ers of the United States, has again made his 
appearance in the city asthe purchaser of a 
number of large tracts of land located in the 
city and county, representing a total purchase 
price of $746,000. 


THOMAS A. SCOTT 


was the first ofa number of heavy Western 
real estate speculators to appreciate the real 
value and exceedingly low prices of St. Louis 
real estate and the accumulated purcbases 
which that gentleman consummated to-day 
are the results of negotiations which were 


set on foot long efore the attention 
of any one else had been directed to this 
neighborhood, and although the Tyler deal 


was consummated some two months ago, the 

sent scheme was organized some time be- 

ore negotiations for that property were en- 
tered into at all. 

It has been along and tedious fight, full of 
discouragement and delay, caused by a couple 
of speculators not legitimately engaged in the 
real estate business, who had obtained in- 
formation concerning Mr. Scott's plans, and 
it was only vy the great patience and perse- 
verance displayed by its projector that 
the deal was brought finally toa successful 
termination, and the 2 Kansas City boom- 
er became invested with the title to eight sep-

HISTORY OF THE NEGOTIATIONS.

After a oursory survey of the neigh- 
borhood, in which he had decided to invest, 


Mr. Scott returned to his home in Kansas 
Oity and immediately authorized and

PLANS OF THE PURCHASER. 

When asked what were his intensions with 
semanas to his purchases here, Mr. Scott 
said: 

Wen I made my first examination of this 
locality I was particularly struck with its want 
of suburban accommodations, where the citi- 
zens of the city of all classes and conditions 
in life could live according to their 
means and have the benefits of both 
city and country life. Recognizing the want 
of these conveniences J determined to give 


St. Louls the same advantages in that re- 
spect that I have so successfully car- 
ried out in various Western _ cities. 


Accordingly upon my next return to the city I 
set about looking for a location which I 
thought would be the most available and 
at the same time meet with the wants 
required. An examination of the surround- 
ing country convinced me that the best resi- 
dence property was in the western portion of 
the city around Clayton and those two points. 
Tus purchases I have made I intend to sub- 
divide into town lots, plat and lay out the 
roperty with streets or drive-ways of 80 feet 
n width, bordered by modern sidwalks, and 
to incorporate the whole in atown stock com- 


pany.’’ 
Mi. Scott intends to retain the larger portion 
of the stock himself, but the balanee he will 


sellin any quautities desirable to those who 
contemplate building suburban homes. 
The stock can at any time be 
turned in to the company in pay- 
ment of the land the holder may select at 
acre prices. This plan has been successfully 
operated in different Western cities by Mr. 
Scott and his associates. 

Mr. Scott says that he has not fully com- 
pleted his arrangements for transportation to 
and from the property, but adds that it will be 
either by acable road or a ‘‘dummy line,’’ 
which in either case will afford — trans- 
portation for those living upon the lands. 


Thomas A. Scott's Personal Histery. 


Thomas A. Scott was born on a farm near 
Port Hope, Canada, October 16, 1854, and is 


consequently 3 years of age, but 
his personal appearances have all 
the indications of a mature and 


thorough business man. His folks moved to 
Rock County, Wis., in 1860, where they lived 
upon a farm and the boy Thomas attended 
the country school, where he gained the 
rudiments of an English education. 

In 1869 Mr, Scott, then a lad of 16 summers, 
left his home and went to Chicago, where he 
became a clerk in a grocery store. He re- 
mained in Chicago until the fall of 
1870, when he went to Kansas City, 
where his older brother, 8. F. Scott, 
wasthen living, and engaged in the milk 
business, after which he returned to Chicago 


and remained there until 1878. In the fall of 
that year he ain went to Kansas 
Oity, where he established himself in 


the real estate business, and where he 
has built up a business in which he last year 
handled nearly $400,000 worth of real estate. 

The largest real estate transaction which he 
has so far handled was the purchase of 
about 4,000 acres of land about 10 
miles southwest of Kansas City on which has 
been located the Southwestern University, 
under the auspices of the Methodist 
churches of tue States of Missouri and 
Kansas. This deal involved over 
$1,000,000 worth of property. The Scott 
Syndicate donated $350,000 in cash and the 
grounds upon which to build the University. 

He has made a number of other large deals, 
varying from $100,000 to 6800, 000. is St. 
Louis deal is the second largest he has yet 
made. 

THE ST. LOUIS END. 

Mr. Scott was assisted in his negotiations 
and the purchases made by him by Mr. A. C. 
Hart, who ig financially interested in the deal. 
and Mr. R. M. Johnson, who was employed 
to start the negotiations. Both of these 
gentlemen have been very active in their et- 
forts to further Mr. Scott's interests here, and 
deserve a great deal ot credit for the manner 
in which they conducted the entire affair. 

Mr. Robert H. Hamilton, a prominent attor- 
ney of Kansas City, is also interested with Mr. 
Scott, and acts as his attorney in this present 
case. He is said to be one of the best real es 
tate lawyers in the Western country. He was 
formerly from Nashville, Tenn., and is well 
and favorably known in St. Louis.

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A PHANTOM BLESSING. 


WILL THE BRIDGE ARBITRARY BE ABOL* 
ISHED IN NAME OR IN FACT? 


If the New York-St. Louis Rate Under the 
Proposed Arrangement isto be the Pres- 
ent New York-East St. Louis Rate With 
the Bridge Toll Added, What Will It 
Profit the St. Louis Merchant?—A Rail- 
road Man’s View of Bridge Toll Absorp- 
tion—Mr. Gould’s Latest Depot Scheme. 


The publication in last evening’s Post-Dis- 
PATCH of the statement of W. H. Newman that 
negotiations were in progress looking to the 
lease of the St. Louis bridge tothe Eastern 
roads was the first information on that point 
wuich had been given to the public. It at - 


Y tracted a great deal of attention in local rail- 


road and commercial! circles. The propo- 
sition to ‘‘abolish the bridge arbl- 
trary’’ looked extremely plausible at 
first. The natural supposition was 


that the arbitrary would be absorbed in the 
through rate; that the New York-St. Louis 
rate, for example, would be the same per- 
centage of the New York-Chicago rate that the 
New York-East St. Louis rate now is. Thisis 
the only plan which promises any benefit to 
St. Louis commerce. It seems, however, that 
this is not the plan of the Eastern roads. Said 
a gentieman well posted on railroad matters 
this morning: This talk about a free bridge 
is absurd. Of course you cannot have a free 
bridge. Someone must pay for the operation 
and maintenance of the structure and the 


interest on the company’s bonds. The only 
question is by whom will these charges be 
paid. The shippers and receivers at St. uis 
are paying them now. Are the railroads on 
the East side going to put their hands in their 
pockets and pay Mr. Gould for the mainten 

ance of his bridge? I guess not. The abolish- 
ment of the bridge arbitrary, as I understand 
it, means just this. The roads on the East 
side will lease the bridge and operate it and 
freight will be billed to and from St. Louis; 
but the charge for transferring freight 
across the bridge will be added tothe rate to. 
and from St. Louis on freight 
passing across the bridge. I do not suppose 
the rate charged will be any heavier than the 
ey rate, but it will certainly be no 


ghter. 
THE ONLY ADVANTAGE 

that St. Louis will derive from the new ar- 
rangement will be the rather doubtful ad, 
vantage of having some of the rafiroads bring 
their depots to this side of the river. Receiv- 
ers will not receive their goods any sooner 
than they do now. Youcannotswiich a car to 
Union Depot and haul the goods to a store or 
warehouse any faster than you can hanl the 
same goods from East St. Louis across the 
bridge in wagons.“ 

‘*Then this proposition of the Bridge Com- 
pany is not in the nature ofa blessing to the 
suffering commerce of St. Louis?’’ 

‘*Granting that St. Louis commerce is suffer- 
ing from railroad oppression, which Lam not- 
willing to admit, it is far from being a blessing. 
It will be a decided benefit tothe Bridge Co. 
ifall the Eastern roads are brought in to it, be- 
cause it will assure the Bridge Company all the 
transfer business of those roads, and cut out 
the Wiggins Ferry Company and the St. Louis 
Transfer Company altogether.’’ 

There is no doubt but that,as suggested in 
yesterday’s POsST-DISPATCH, the adoption of 
this scheme will be a serious biow to. the Wig- 
gins Ferry Company. The Ferry Company 
now gets a large amount of business from al- 
most all the roads in East St. Louis. Itis as- 
sured all the business of the Chicago & 
Alton road under an old contract 
affirmed b the United States Su- 
preme Court, Every road entering into 
the lease of the bridge would guarantee to the 
bridge all of its transfer business. It is said 
the Southern roads—the Mobile & Ohio. Lou- 
isville & Nashviile, and Cairo Short Line 
would not enter into any such agreement be- 
cause of their antagonism to the Iron Moun- 
tain road. Their business, however, would not 
serve to keep the Wiggins Ferry Company go- 
A The extension of delivery by the Bridge 
& Tunnel Company, the order for which was 
printed in yesterday’s POST-DisratcH, will 
probably cut the Wiggins Ferry Company out 
of the coal-carrying trade. s present rate 
tor transfer on a car of coal is .

A WELL-KNOWN RAILROAD MAN, 
who has giventhe bridge question a great 
deal of study, said this morning: ‘*This pro- 
posed absorption of the bridge toll can only be 
a nominal change in the payee. The consignee 
now pays the toll. Inthe event of the pro- 
posed absorption of the arbitrary the bridge 
tolls will be merely deducted before pro- 
rating, and the traffic will have to bear it 
eventually. This change promises absolutely 
nothing to St. Louis shippers or receivers. 
And then the absorption cannot be complete 
at the best, even on through business. The 
absorption of the arbitrary will require an 
agreement between every road reaching East 
St. Louis from the East and every connection 
with which it pro- rates. Unless every road with 
Which the Eastern lines pro-rate gives its as- 
sent, the absorption can be only partial. 
Another oint which must be taken into 
consideration in discussing this proposed 
abolition is that a general law among 
railroads vests the right to make rates in the 
initial line, and every line, long or short, 
has the right to establish a minimum on 
through business. In the event of the 
absorption of the arbitrary in the through 
rate, the rate on freight east-bound 
might be satisfacto because the 
interests of shippers would be cared for by 
local freight agents in making the rates. But 
what would the eastern lines doon freight 
West-bound? The eastern roads have no ob- 
jectin favoring St. Louis. They know that 
the products of the East will be distributed by 
some Western city and that whether that city 
is St. Louis or Chicago or any other place 
they will get the tonnage.

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TEVIS’ TESTIMONY. 


LLorD TErEvis, President of the Wells- 
Fargo Express Company, in testifying be- 
fore the Pacific Railroad Commission, has 
confirmed the allegation of which, when 
asked if it was true, Senator STANFORD 
could only say: I do not think it is.“ 
Mr. TEVIS has produced the written con- 
tracts which extinguished the Pacific Ex- 
press and gave the express business over 
the Central Pacific to the Wells-Fargo ex- 
clusively. Mr. TEVIS testifies that the 
Central Pacific received no consideration 
for the exclusive privilege granted by this 
illegal contract, and that one-third of the 
Wells-Fargo stock was thereupon trans- 
ferred to and divided among five men— 
LELAND STANFORD, C. P. HUNTINGTON, 
and CHARLES CROCKER of the Central Pa- 
cific, H. D. BACON and TEVIS himself. It 
will be remembered that the allega- 
tion which STANFORD said he did not 
think was true was that the Wells- 
Fargo stock was watered from $10,000,000 
to $15,000,000 and the increase trans- 
ferred to STANFORD and his partners 
in the business of fleecing the Central 
Pacific, they receiving about $1,500,000 
each. Of course any trifling error in re- 
gardto the amounts received would en- 
able STANFORD to express doubt of the 
truth of a statement; the substantial 
truth of which he could not and did not 
deny. With such evidence in their pos- 
session, only a statute of limitations can 
excuse the Pacific Railroad Commission 
from recommending a prosecution of 
these men for a criminal abuse of trust, 
and also civil actions for the recovery of 
the money they have practically embez- 
zled.

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SENATOR STANFORD on the witness stand 
repeats again his preposterous proposition 
that the charter and land given to the 
Northern Pacific constituted a damaging 
breach of faith on the part of the Govern- 
ment towards the Central Pacific.

THE DOOR-BELL OF HIS WIFE’S VILLA. 


Miss Violet Cameron’s Complaint — Dirty 
Linen Relaundried—The Cholera in Italy 
—Chang Ming, the New Chinese Minister 
to the United States—E. M. Carter’s Race 
With Coad, the English Sprinter. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

Lonpon, August 1l.—Mr. Debensaude was 
ou Tuesday arrested for violently, willfully and 
persistently ringing the front door bell of 
Miss Violet Cameron’s villa in that part of 
London known as St. John’s Wood. He was 
hauled before a magistrate at the Marylebone 
police court, and much of the dirty linen 
which was so copiously aired last fall at the 
Tombs in New York was relaundried. The 
only new thing which appeared during the 
course of the proceedings was the remarkable 
statement made by Miss Violet Cameron’s law- 
yer, to the effect that she had already paid her 
unsavory husband a sum of $5,000 in the 
hope of getting a little peace and quiet- 
ness, and that the reason of Debensaude’s 
continued ringing of the front door bell 
was with the object of extorting further pay- 
ments. Tothis Debensaude retorted that the 
$5,000 in question had been paid him in con- 
sideration of his signing a statement to the 
effect that he saw nothing damaging to Miss 
Cameron as a wife in the purely business re- 
lations which she had maintained with the 
Earl of Lonsdale. Debensaude added that he 
now regretted having made the statement 
above mentioned. By way of compromise, he 
offered to undertake never to ring the front 
door dell agaln if he was furnished with a 
pass-key. This was indignantly refused by 
Miss Cameron’s counsel and the case was then 
adjourned for further hearing. 

THE CHOLERA IN ITALY. 
It becomes more and more certain every day 
that the ravages of the cholera in Southern 
Italy promise to be very heavy this year, 
and there are but few who think that it 
will be confined to its present limits. Thea 
official returns from Caftania for the month 
of July give 604 deaths. Some days ago the 
French papers announced that the disease 
had made its appearance in Naples. The 
announcement called forth an unqualified 
official denial, but now the lamentable truth 
is admitted, and it is officially announced 
that six deaths occurred yesterday in Resina, 
a suburb. The authorities still adhere 
to their original statement that no 
cases have appeared in Naples proper, 
while, however, admitting that there 
have been many suspicious cases of fever, 
greatly resembling the Asiatic scourge in its 
external symptoms. Last night, however, I 
learned that Capt. Pease of the Royal En- 
gineers died yesterday in Naples at one of the 
best hotels situated in a healthy locality, and 
that a prominent English medical man who 
was called in had pronounced him to be suffer- 
ing from cholera. Iam informed that this is 
the season when quite a large fleet of Neapol- 
itan vessels leave for the Chesapeake Bay 
ports for cargoes of barrel staves. Should 
such be the case I think the most rigid quar- 
antine against them would be justifiable, ag 
there can be no manner of doubt in any, save 
those who are biased by exaggerated patriotic 
motives, that the cholera has been in Naples a 
month at least. The contrast presented by the 
conduct of students of the Univer- 
sity of Catania to that of their teach- 
ers and professors, who at the first 
sign of the dread disease fled and have been 
since summarily dismissed from their posi- 
tions, is pleasant tochronicle. Five hundred 
of these brave young men have organized 
themselves into a relief corps and are nursing 
the sick and aiding the suffering without care 
of self or hope of remuneration. 
CHANG MING. 
Chang Ming, the new Chinese Minister to 
the United States, left for New York yester- 
day. Iam authorized to state that he con- 
firms the details of the Philadelphia Bank 
syndicate, as published in the Post- DISPATCH. 
The English financiers are very much irritated

A statement of the situation as it stands at 


present will not be out of place. 

Manager Schmelz of the Cincinnati Clab, as 
stated in the Post-DIsPATCH, closed contracts 
with Beatin and Kinslow to play with his 
team, and received their signatures thereto, 
giving them a certain amount of advance 
money. An hourafter Schmelz had finished 
negotiations with the men the agent of the 
Detroit Club apeeared, opened business with 
the managers of the Allentown (Pa.) Club, of 
which the men were members, purchased 
them from the men and secured thelr services 
in the regular fashion. 

The Detroit managers claimed right to the 
men, because of the alleged irregular pro- 
ceedings on the part of the Cincinnati 
managers and Schmelz, and the Ameri- 
can Association parties controverted 
this right and demanded a suspension 
of the matter until satisfactorily settled. 
This was denied them by the Detroit Club and 
Cincinnati announced its intention of black- 
listing the men, and finally did take that im- 

rtant action. Under the terms ot the na- 
Bona agreement this blacklistment 

DISQUALIFED THE MEN 
from Py! with or against any team a 
member of a base-ball organization under the 
protection of theagreement. The world then 
waited for results. Detroit paid no attention 
whatever to the blacklistment,although it was 
regularly promulgated by President Wikoff of 
the Association and pitched Beatin a regular 
League game. This is manifestly a direct vio- 
lation of the articles of the national agree- 
ment, more so in fact than any case on rec- 
ord. The question now arises, What will the 
Association do to bring the League to an un- 
derstanding of what has been done and what 
willthe League do to satisfy the demands of 
the American Association?

Thoroughbred Horses. 


The chief roots of the thoroughbred are the 
Byerly Turk, the Darley Arabian, imported 
in the eighteenth century into England, and 


the Godolphin Arabian, first used as a sire in 
1781, says an Eastern exchange. In breeding, 
however, itis not desirable, either theoreti- 
cally or practically, to go back more than 
eight ar nine removes from the Godolphin, 
and from the other roots still greater dis- 
tances. Many people not so well informed 
think we have some great race horses to-day, 
reuter by comparison than ever tn 


he past history of the horse. It 
is easy to reverse’ this impreasion. 
First, the get of Herod, foaled in 1758, bred 


by the Duke of Cumberland, produceu 497 
winners, and realized more than $1,000,000, 
and this horse’s blood was so vitiated that to- 
day he would not be classed as a thorough- 
bred. Now, Matchem, foaled in 1748, wasa 
fine race horse, and as a sire showed 3 win- 
ners and $750,000 to his credit. The great 
Eclipse, bad-tempered brute that he was, al- 
ways endeavored to destroy his riders when 
the opportunity offered. His winning produce 
netted $790,000 and won times. Are we 
improving the breed of the thoroughbred? I 
do not say nay, but Kataplan ran seventy-one 
races in the four years he was on the turf. 
Thormanby as a 2-yeur-old ran fifteen times, 
and, as @ Derby winner, after these perform- 
ances, was pertectly sound.

The Senator Has a Passage at Arms With

San FRANCISCO, August Il.—In the Pacific 
Railway Commission Investigation yesterday, 
during the late afternoon session, afew de- 
cided and somewhat warm words passed be- 
tween members of the Oommission and 
Senator Stanford.

THIS Is REVOLUTION. 


A Red-Hot Meeting of the Cottage-Owners 
at Chautauqua. 


By Telegraph to the PoOsT-DISPATCH. 
JAMESTOWN, N. Y., August 11.—The annual 
meeting of the cottage-owners who elect the 
directors of the Chautauqua Assembly was 
held Tuesday. The friction between the 
cottage-holders and the men who run the 
Assembly caused a red-hot meeting. Presi- 
dent Lewis Miller presided over the 200 people 
who metin Normal Hall. Prayer was offered 
and then President Miller stated that the meet- 
ing was merely to listen to the report of the 
Secretary and to elect six trustees. It was 
roposed to re-elect the old directors, as 
ollows: Jacob Miller, F. H. Root, J. Hall, 
William Thomas, W. G. Williams and E. M. 
Haskell. President Miller evidently was 
anxious to prevent any business being trans- 
acted except that which he had laid down for 
the meeting. There was considerable dis- 
cussion and finally, after President Miller had 
accepted four or five motions, he ignored 
them all to take up one which was to the et- 
fect thatthe cottage-owners should be called 
and those who were present should vote. The 
calling ofthe roll must have occupied yy | 


an hour. Some one asked why some one di 
not pro a informal bailot. The women 
did not 


now whatthey were voting for, and 
asked if they had to vote for the ‘‘slate.’’ The 
cottage-holders were compelled to vote in 
person, as no proxies were accepted. 

THE TROUBLE BEGINS. 

A. C. Wade, an attorney of this city, pur- 
chased a house and lot on the grounds under 
Sheriff's sale, and as the Assembly had not 
consented, and the transfer had not been for- 
mally made on the books of the Assembly, he 
was refused a vote, which he formally de- 
manded. When thecallforthe roll was con- 
cluded Mrs. Scott, who is sald to have been on 
the grounds for years, was also refused a vote, 
and she inguir sarcastically of the Presi- 
dent if this was a meeting of the cottage- hold- 
ers. Mr. Wade then made another demand 
foravote. Hesaid that Mrs. Scott, who was 
refused avote, was a cottage holder to the 
knowledge of the officials, and that 
a greater outrage had never been 
perpetrated, at which there was 

reat cheering. Mr. Wade said that he held 

n his pocket the deed of his property and he 
demandeda vote. He said: ‘‘The legal ad- 
viser there at your backs [referring to Judge 
Smith! dare not advise you not let me have a 
vote. Mr. Wade charged that the Assembly 
officials had sworn Mrs. Scott was a cottage- 
holder in commencing action against her. 
Prof. Edwards tried to stop Mr. Wade, telling 
him he did not want to hear more of his ora- 
Mr. Wade said Prof. Edwards had got 


President Miller ruled thatit was necessary 
to have some manner of determining who 
were the legal voters, and that these who had 
not madethe transfer on the books of the 
Assembly could not be recognized as voters. 
Amid mingled cheers and hisses Dr. Edwards 
got the floor because the Chair said it was 
thought the Doctor was about to make a mo- 
tion. Dr. Edwards said that this was not the 
body to determine whether Mr. Miller was de- 
ciding in accordance with the charter and by- 
laws. The excitement was intense, and it 
seemed as if every one was talking at once. 

RED HOT! 

Mr. Wade asked foran appeal from the de- 
cision ot the Chair as to his right to vote. The 
President refused to allow the appeal. Mr. 
Wade said thatif Mr. Miller would not put the 
motion he (Wade) would, and, jumping on a 
chair, he didso.

NOT COMFORTABLE. 


THE-ALLEGED PALACE COACHES ON THE 
“ENGLISH RAILWAYS. 


A. Description of the Wagon Used by the 
Queen and the Prince of Wales—The Ab- 
sence of Comfort and Convenience—Lord 
Salisbury’s Special Train—The Dead- Head 
System—Railway Speed in England. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 

New York, August 11.—The WORLD to-day 
publishes the fellowing London correspond- 
ence under date of July 28: The Queen rarely 
interferes in the conduct of “public business. 
The affairs of the Government are directed by 
the Cabinet. Occasionally the Queen desires 
to talk with the Prime Minister, and then he is 
sent to confer withher. She receives him 
generally at Windsor Castle. The Minister al- 
ways has u special train when sent for by the 
Queen. I wasinthe Paddington Station the 
other day when tbe special train for the Mar- 
quis of Salisbury wasthere, That wasa week 
ago last Sunday. The train consisted of two 
coaches. The second coaeh was for the bag- 
gage. The special coach represented the very 
extreme of luxury and comfort as under- 
stood by English railway carriage builders. It 
wasthe wagon often used bythe Prince of 
Wales and the Queen for coming and going be- 
tween Windsor and London,and the coach 
could not compare in comfort with the poorest 
of our Pullman cars. I was in the station 
twenty minutes before the arrival of the 
Prime Minister, and as the special was right 
alongside of the platform where I was, I had a 
good opportunity to examine it at my leisure. 
The special coach was painted white with 
bands of dull brown red. It was divided into 
four compartments. The compartment at the 
upper end of the car was shut off from the 
other portion. This was fitted up indull red 
leather. It was the same style of compartment 
found in the average English first-class 
railway coaches. It was intended for 
the servants. Back of this was the saloon 


} compartment, which occupied about half the 


space of the car. This car was furnished with 
an Axminster carpet and red leather covered 
furniture. The arrangement of the seats was 
ANYTHING BUT COMFORTABLE. 
Along each side of the saloon were two great 
leather sofas, but their backs were s0 narrow 
that one could not sit on them comfortably. 
The only position of comfort would be found 
inareclining posture. They were very suit- 
able for the purpose of sleep,but if one wished 
to look out of the window he could not finda 
position in the entire saloon where he could 
sitatease. Atthe end of the car and facing 
backward was a long, padded, high-backed, 
continuous seat capable of holding four or 
tive people comfortably, but on this seat 


there were only two places where any one 
could look out of the window. Just beyond 
this saloon there wasa small narrow wash- 
room, no longer and no better fitted up than 
those in many old coaches on the Pennsyliva- 
nia Railroad. Beyond this lavatory was an- 
other compartment about as large as the one 
atthe opposite end. This had along leather 
seat against its back. Here were the only 
comfortable seats in the carriage. Its system 
of ventilation was as bad as the ordinary 
English railway coach? The Marquis of Salis- 
bury came down buttoned up tightly in a 
black frock-coat, carrying a light gray over- 
coat over his arm. He was followed by his 
two secretaries and a man servant. He was 
— — by the railway officials bowing and 
ending as if the honor of furnishing a train 
free to so distinguished a person was too great 
for them to bear. One moment after the Prime 
Minister’s arrival the train was whisked out 
of the station and run up ahead of all the 
regular trains on its way to Windsor Castile. 
THE DEAD-HEAD SYSTEM. 

I have found, on investigation, that the En- 
glish railways have to bear the onerous task 
in the way of furnishing free transporta- 
tion to prominent individuals and officials 
as did the railroadsin the United States be- 
fore the passage of the interstate commerce 
bill. I was told by a railroad official,the other 
day, thatullofthe royalties travel free and 
that they expect in addition special coaches. 
The visiting royalties have also been furnished 
free transportation, and in many instances 
special trains. This pass system must be very 
expensive. Comingup from Portsmouth the 
other day I got a seat on the special train as- 
signed to the members of the House of Peers. 
These peers had with them innumerable rela- 
tives, and I noticed at one of the stations 
where the guard came along to take up the 
tickets that he looked very much surprised 
when I gave him one. It was apparently the 
only ticket taken up by him on the train. 
Every peer and peeress and every peer and 
peeress in — on and every peer and peer- 
ess’ relatives had passes. 

THE NAVAL REVIFW. 

The naval review at Portsmouth has been 
the only public place of interest which I have 
visited since coming to England, where I did 
not have to pay two or three times more than 
was indicated as the cost of the trip in the ad- 
vertisement. The reason of this I found was 
that the entertainment was gotten up for the 
higher classes, and was therefore made cheap 
for them. Any entertainment given where 
the general public is permitted to go, results 
in double charges all round, but at the Ports- 
mouth review the railroad fare was not in- 
creased and this was the only expense, be- 
cause the naval officers were required to fur- 
nish luncheon to their visitors and make no 
charge. I understand the majority of the 
members ofthe Houseof Commons also had 
passes On this trip. 

RAILWAY SPEED. 

The speed of the English railway system has 
always been grestly exaggerated in the United 
States. You constantly hear there of trains 
being run in England as a common thing at 
the rate of sixty milesan hour. On the aver- 
age their trains are much slower than ours. 
Their local trains are simply abominable on 
account of the slowness of their speed and 
their long delays at stations. The average 
train in England does not run above thirty 
miles an hour. Their tracks and road- 
beds are better than ours on the average, 
but their oars are so much more uncomfort- 
able, that the superiority of their road-beds 
does not compensate. Theirtracks, however, 
are no better than are found on some of our 
trunk lines, such as the Pennsylvania road. 
Coming up from Portsmouth the other night, 
the ‘*peers’ special,’’ as it was called, was run 
— gee gs | at an alleged high rate of 
speed, and without delays, yet the train was 
over three hours going one hundred miles. It 
was run at very irregular rates of speed; there 
would be aspurt of sixty miles in an hour, 
and then it would come down to twenty-five 
without any apparent reason.

„Soldier Quarters at Avignon, by H. Peep- 
ray, is trivial in motif There are some soldiers 
seated against a house wall, one striding up 
and down before them and 1 
gendarme holding himself 9 by a 
lamp-post and playing with a cur, which barks 
at him from tne street. Some villagers to the 
right, gossiping, complete the picture. 
The canvas is 435sx29. ‘‘Fisherwomen on 
the Coast of France’’ by Pierre Bullet, is full of 
white light. Itis somewhat tame, but techni- 
cally superb. A fisher woman is leaning in 
middie foreground on a tall pole and looking 
out of the picture; behind her another woman 
is lying on the sand with her face resting on 
folded arms and a basket. Other women 
are working with nets in the calm water back- 
ound. Thecanvas is 72x46. ‘‘The Young 
utocrat’’ is a picture of an entirely different 
sort.
